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REVIEW OF KOREAN FILMS: 
A YEAR T0 REMEMBER 





he mood of Korean film critics has soured 

in recent years, with many believing 

that structural changes in the film 

industry have had a negative effect on 
creativity. But 2016 brought a breath of fresh air. 
The past year saw the release of a particularly 
wide spectrum of acclaimed films, both from 
mainstream distributors and from the independent 
film community. This was evident in the “best of 
2016’ lists compiled by critics at the end of the year. 
Whereas in previous years, a critical consensus 
formed around just a few notable works, in Cine27 
magazine's 2016 poll no less than 11 films received 
first-place votes, among 27 participating critics. 
A further 17 films were cited in the top five lists 
overall. 


So it was an exciting year to be following Korean 
cinema, with almost every month turning out 
several works that elicited critical praise, popular 
attention, or both. Some of the most famous 
names in Korean cinema, such as PARK Chan- 
wook, KIM Jee-woon, HONG Sangsoo, KIM Ki-duk 
and NA Hong-jin, all premiered new works in 2016. 
But the year also saw many acclaimed debuts by 
young filmmakers (YOON Ga-eun, LEE Hyun-joo, 
KIM Dae-hwan], some notable breakthroughs by 
up-and-coming directors [YEON Sang-ho, KIM 
Jong-kwan, LEE Kyoung-mi), and a few fascinating 
career turns by established veterans (LEE Joon- 
ik, KIM Sung-soo, JUNG Ji-woo, HUR Jin-ho, E 
J-yong)}. The vitality shown by the documentary 
scene In Korea also continued into 2016, with a 
number of acclaimed titles and breakout hits. 


From an international perspective, it was the 
films that premiered at Cannes and Venice that 
ultimately went on to attract the most attention 
overseas. PARK Chan-wook’s he Handmaiden, 
which was unveiled in Cannes’ competition section, 
has arguably received a more sparkling reception 
than any of the director's previous works since 
Old Boy (2003). Inspired by Fingersmith, a lesbian 
thriller by the well-known British novelist Sarah 
WATERS, 7he Handmaiden is a story of intrigue, 
betrayal and romance that was transposed to the 
Japanese colonial era of the 1930s. Featuring 
sumptuous cinematography and set design 
(production designer RYU Seong-hie won the 
‘Vulcan Award of the Technical Artist’ at Cannes], 
and standout performances by KIM Min-hee, HA 
Jung-woo and debut actress KIM Tae-ri, the film 
proved to be as entertaining as it was scandalous, 
notching an impressive 4.3 million admissions in 
Korea. Internationally, the film was sold to a record 
175 territories (besting the previous high of 167 for 
BONG Joon-ho’s 2013 feature Snowpiercer], enjoyed 
a successful release in North America ($1.8 million 
gross) and other markets, and received a number 
of impressive year-end honors. These include Best 
Cinematography and Best Foreign Language Film 
accolades from the Boston Society of Film Critics; 
Best Adapted Screenplay, Best Foreign Language 
Film and Best Art Direction from the Chicago Film 
Critics Association; and Best Foreign Language 
Film and Best Production Design from the Los 
Angeles Film Critics Association. It was also named 
one of the top five foreign language releases of the 
year by the National Board of Review. 
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THE HANDMAIDEN 








Also receiving its bow in Cannes in a prestigious Out 
of Competition slot was NA Hong-jin’s third feature 
The Wailing. Highly anticipated after his acclaimed 
debut The Chaser (2008) and his ambitious follow- 
up The Yellow Sea (2010), The Wailing is a dark tale 
of madness and evil in a small rural town. When 
formerly peaceful residents begin to break out in 
sores and then kill their neighbors and loved ones, 
Suspicion turns on a strange, reclusive outsider 
who has recently moved to the village. Although 
the film frustrated some viewers with its opaque, 
convoluted plot, it proved to be both commercially 
successful and critically acclaimed. Internationally 
as well, the film garnered attention, with a 98% 
rating on the Rotten Tomatoes review site. 


There was yet another major Korean film that 
premiered at Cannes 2016. YEON Sang-ho's 
thriller 7rain to Busan, which was presented as 
a Midnight Screening, imagines the outbreak of 
a zombie virus that spreads quickly throughout 
Korea. Much of the film's action Is confined to a 
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KTX train traveling from Seoul to Busan, where 
an assortment of passengers are forced into a 
life and death struggle that will reveal the true 
nature of their characters. A highly entertaining 
and impressively staged genre film, as well as 
a cutting social satire, 7rain to Busan is the first 
live-action film from a director who previously 
focused on hard-hitting independent animation. 
The big-budget film ended up being the best- 
selling release of 2016 with 11.6 million tickets 
sold in Korea. But even more surprising was Its 
unprecedented success overseas. The film set new 
box office records for Korean films in Singapore 
(US$4 million], Malaysia [US$5.2 million), the 
Philippines (US$6 million], and Taiwan (US$10 
million), and the astounding US$9.3 million it 
earned in Hong Kong set a new record for Asian 
films as a whole, including Chinese-language 
films. Releases in Western countries like France 
and the UK were also deemed a success, and even 
famed novelist Stephen King praised the film on his 
widely-followed Twitter feed. Given all this, it’s no 


exaggeration to call it Korean cinema's strongest- 
ever commercial success in overseas markets. 


Several months later at the Venice Film Festival, 
two more well-known Korean auteurs unveiled 
their latest works. KIM Ki-duk’s 22nd feature 
The Net screened in the free public screening 
series Cinema nel Giardino. Talented actor RYOO 
Seung-bum plays a North Korean fisherman who 
accidentally drifts past the sea border, and falls 
into the hands of South Korean border guards. 
Although critical reviews were mixed, the film’s 
timely themes and exploration of the relationship 
between North and South Korea earned it a 
considerable amount of attention.

Causing a much bigger stir in Venice was the 
world premiere of 7he Age of Shadows, by KIM 
Jee-woon. Set during the Japanese colonization 
of Korea in the early 20th century, the big-budget 
film stars SONG Kang-ho as one of the few high- 
ranking Koreans serving in the Japanese police 
force in Seoul. His attempts to infiltrate a group 
of Korean independence fighters ultimately lead 
him down unexpected and dangerous paths. 
Screening in an Out of Competition slot, the film 
was praised by Variety as a “rapturous delight” 
for its stylish visuals, dramatic storytelling and 
classical approach to the spy thriller genre. It was 
also selected as South Korea’s entry into the Best 
Foreign Language Film category of the Academy 


Awards [though it ultimately did not make the 
Academy's shortlist). Commercially too, the 
film proved a success, selling well overseas and 
grossing upwards of 7.5 million admissions. 


There was another aspect of 7he Age of Shadows 
that drew considerable notice within the Korean 
film industry: it was the first release by the new 
local production arm of Warner Bros Korea. 
Simultaneously, 7he Wailing represented the first 
major critical and commercial success by 20th 
Century Fox's local production arm, in the several 
years since it began financing Korean films. More 
films from the Hollywood branch offices are on the 
way as well: in 2017, Warner Brothers will release 
A Single Rider starring LEE Byung-hun and North 
Korea-themed thriller Vv/.P. from PARK Hoon- 
jung, the director of New World (2013). Fox, for its 
part, will release period film 7he Proxy Soldiers 
by director JUNG Yoon-chul (Marathon). With both 
Hollywood studios announcing plans to further 
ramp up the level of production of Korean films, 
this represented the emergence of new potential 
partners for Korean filmmakers looking to shoot 
ambitious commercial films. Even the streaming 
giant Netflix is jumping into the game by financing 
top director BONG Joon-ho’s hugely anticipated 
monster movie Okya. Although the dominance of 
Korean distributors CJ E&M, Showbox, Lotte and 
N.E.W. will not likely be threatened in any way by 
the increased activities of the Hollywood studios, 
it does potentially represent an increased level of 
competition in the production sector. 


It’s perhaps not surprising that companies like 
Fox and Warner Bros are targeting the Korean 
market, because theatrical box office has 
remained consistently strong over the past half- 
decade, at a time when theatergoing is in decline 
in many Western markets. In terms of commercial 
performance, 2016 was notable in being the first 
year since 2011 that no individual film sold more 
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than 12 million tickets. But instead of a sign of 
weakness, this appears to be an example of the 
box office riches being more evenly shared. There 
were an unusually high eight Korean films in 2016 
that grossed at least 5 million tickets. 


One of these commercial successes was the 
prison drama A Violent Prosecutor. Powered by 
an entertaining script and the star power of actors 
GANG Dong-won and HWANG Jung-min, the film 
grossed an impressive 9.7 million admissions in 
the early months of 2016. Operation Chromite, 
a big-budget film about the Incheon Landing 
during the Korean War, represented a rare case 
of a Korean film with a well-known Hollywood 
star in a key role. Although Liam NEESON'’s 
portrayal of General Douglas MacArthur did 
not win over critics, it surely contributed to the 
film’s marketability and final gross of 7.1 million 
admissions. Meanwhile, late in 2016 the film Luck- 
Key demonstrated the continuing commercial 
appeal of Korean comedies. Featuring the always- 
reliable YOO Hae-jin, the film tells the story of a 
legendary hit man who hits his head, suffers from 
amnesia, and believes himself to be a struggling

A VIOLENT PROSECUTOR 





wake of the Sewol Ferry sinking in 2014 and the MERS 
scare of 2015 have taken on a darker tone. 7he Junnel, 
director KIM Seong-hun’s follow-up to his widely- 
screened A Hard Day (2013}, is about an ordinary car 
salesman (HA Jung-woo} who finds himself trapped 
one day when the tunnel he is driving through collapses. 
Although able to communicate with the outside world 
through his cell phone, the complex rescue effort 
gets sidetracked by incompetence, bureaucracy and 
the whims of the news cycle. Upending nearly every 
convention of the disaster movie, 7he 7unnel’s unusual 
blend of melodrama and satire intrigued mainstream 
audiences and critics alike. The film also was invited 
to premiere at the Locarno Film Festival's prestigious 
Piazza Grande screenings. 


Another disaster movie opened to heated audience 
interest In December. From Deranged Director 
PARK Jung-woo, Pandora imagines a Fukushima- 
style meltdown of a nuclear reactor on Korean soil. 
Highly realistic (and therefore quite harrowing} in its 
presentation, the film is an impressive and disturbing 
vision of a potential future disaster that spins out of 
control. Pandora premiered as a Gala Screening at 
the inaugural International Film Festival and Awards 
Macau.

One of the noticeable trends in the commercial films 
of 2016 was the revival of the disaster movie. Although 
such films have surfaced from time to time over the 
years - The Flu (2013), Deranged (2012) and The Tower 
(2012) are some examples - recent works made in the 
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Although not a disaster movie per se, the thriller 
Asura by KIM Sung-soo (Beat, Musa: The Warrior, 
City of the Rising Sun) holds some things in 
common with the two works described above. Set 
in a fictional satellite city of Seoul, the film depicts 


a community ripping apart at the seams as a result 
of rampant corruption and a ruthless struggle 
between a diabolical mayor [HWANG Jung-min] 
and the equally cruel prosecutors intent on bringing 
him down. Told from the perspective of a crooked 
detective (JUNG Woo-sung) on the mayor’s payroll, 
Asura takes cinematic mayhem to an entirely new 
level, with several highly memorable set pieces. 
It resembles a disaster film in the sense that it 
shows a near-complete disintegration of society, 
with all the institutions that are meant to protect 
the populace instead being hijacked for personal 
gain. The film, which premiered in the Toronto 
International Film Festival's Special Presentations 
category, produced extreme reactions from both 
critics and ordinary viewers, but it certainly re- 
confirmed director KIM Sung-soo’s status as an 
important innovator in the Korean action genre. 


Corruption and disintegration are also some 
of the dominant themes in LEE Kyoung-mi's 
acclaimed thriller 7he 7ruth Beneath. \n this case, 
it is a political family that is being torn apart. The 
daughter of a politician who Is in the middle of a 
ruthless election campaign suddenly disappears 
with no explanation, and his wife, near to a 
breakdown, sets out to find her daughter. One of 
the most critically celebrated films of the year, 
The Truth Beneath represented a big step forward 
for sophomore director LEE Kyoung-mi (Crush & 
Blush}, though it did struggle somewhat at the box 
office. The film also contained one of the standout 
acting performances of the year, with popular 
actress SON Ye-jin turning in a riveting and utterly 
fearless performance. 


One other unmistakable trend that has now 
been underway for several years is the sustained 
interest in stories set during the Japanese colonial 
era (1910-1945). Given the subjugation under 
which Koreans fell during this troubled period, 
commercial filmmakers have long tended to avoid 


it. Yet in recent years, audiences have proven 
receptive to a re-examination of this era, and 
filmmakers have discovered new ways to approach 
it. Two of the films already mentioned above - /he 
Age of Shadows and The Handmaiden - are set 
in the colonial period, but many others opened in 
theaters in 2016. One other such example was /he 
Last Princess by director HUR Jin-ho (Christmas 
in August, One Fine Spring Day). Adapted from 
a popular historical novel, the film about the 
Joseon Dynasty’s last surviving princess Deokhye 
lasts from her youth in the early 20th century 
through her extended residence in Japan to her 
worsening mental illness in the years after Korea's 
independence. Once again, SON Ye-jin showcased 
new depths to her acting abilities, and audiences 
responded warmly, pushing the film's total box 
office take to 5.6 million admissions. 





Two more modestly-budgeted colonial-era 


films from the early part of the year also found 
commercial success. Spirits’ Homecoming by CHO 
Jung-rae depicts the experiences of Korean comfort 
women, many of whom were abducted during 
World War II and forced into sexual servitude by the 
Japanese military. Director CHO at first struggled 
to raise a budget to present this deeply troubling 
story, which has been the subject of numerous 
documentaries over the years. But after successfully 
raising finance through an expansive crowd funding 
effort, the film opened to considerable media 
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attention — thanks in part to a highly controversial 
bilateral settlement forged by the South Korean and 
Japanese governments in late 2015. Strong word of 
mouth pushed the film to the top of the box office, 
and it ultimately accumulated a very impressive 3.6 
million admissions. 


Director LEE Joon-ik’s Dongju: The Portrait of a Poet 
represents a particularly interesting approach to the 
era. LEE had long harbored an interest in making 
a film about the beloved poet YOON Dong-ju (1917- 
1945), whose life was cut short in a Japanese prison 
when authorities started medical experiments on 
the inmates. Nonetheless LEE knew that investors 
in the mainstream industry would shy away from 
such a serious and melancholy subject. One day on 
the train to Seoul he happened to sit next to noted 
independent screenwriter/director SHIN Yeon- 
shick, who agreed to write a screenplay about YOON 
and produce the film on a micro budget. The end 
result was an introspective, well-acted, thought- 
provoking work that received rapturous praise and 
far out-grossed Its tiny budget, enjoying a long run 
in theaters and accumulating close to 1.2 million 
admissions. 
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THE WORLD OF US 






This highly successful collaboration between 
a mainstream commercial director and an 
independent screenwriter/producer was symbolic 
In many ways of how the independent film 
community is contributing to the overall strength of 
Korean cinema. Apart from movies made at the big 
local studios, there were upwards of 60 low-budget 
independent films and more than 25 documentaries 
that were released in theaters in 2016. Although 
many such releases were on a very limited scale 
and came to the attention of only a small group of 
committed cinephiles, other independent films 
successfully broke through to attract wider notice. 
In general, the overall accomplishment, diversity 
and creativity of independent film once again 
distinguished it as the most dynamic sector of 
Korean cinema. 


Several debut films attracted particular attention in 
2016. Director YOON Ga-eun had already received 
some very prestigious festival awards with her 
short films Guest (2011, winner of the Grand Prix 
at the 34th Clermont Ferrand Short Film Festival] 
and Sprout (2013, winner of the Crystal Bear for 
Best Short Film in Berlin’s Generation Kplus

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section). Her feature debut The World of Us, which 
like her previous works centers around the lives 
of children, premiered in the Berlin Film Festival's 
Generation section and went on to become one of 
the most critically acclaimed Korean films of 2016. 
The naturalistic performances she coaxed out of 
her non-professional young cast, and the emotional 
intensity of the work garnered her several end of 
the year awards, including Best New Director at the 
Blue Dragon Awards. 


Another debut film that enjoyed considerable word 
of mouth and a degree of commercial success 
was LEE Hyun-ju’s Our Love Story. Centered on a 
romantic relationship between two young women, 
the film premiered at the Jeonju International 
Film Festival in May and got its international 
premiere in the San Sebastian International Film 
Festival's New Directors competition section. 
Although progressive in its portrayal of a same- 
sex relationship, much of the film’s power derives 
from its classical approach to the love story 
template, and the vivid performances of its lead 
actresses LEE Sang-hee and RYU Sun-young. 


Other notable debuts in the independent sphere 
include KIM Dae-hwan’s award-winning End 
of Winter (which premiered at the Busan 
International Film Festival in 2014, but received 
its theatrical release in April); CHO] Seung-yeun’s 
hard-hitting coming-of-age drama Su Saek; CHOI 
Jeong-yeol’s One Way Trip, about four young men 
whose impromptu vacation leads to tragedy; KIM 
Jin-hwang's The Boys Who Cried Wolf, produced 
by the Korean Academy of Film Arts; KIM Jin-do’s 
restrained melodrama Blossom; and well-known 
actor CHO Jae-hyun’s directorial debut A Break 
Alone. 


Another independent film deserving of mention 
is the second feature by director KIM Jong-kwan 
(Come, Closer), who has been well known to 


Korean cinephiles for over a decade thanks to his 
impressionistic short films. Worst Woman stars 
HAN Ye-ri as an amateur actress who becomes 
entangled in different ways with three different 
men during the course of one day. The enigmatic 
but also quite intriguing film amassed over 80,000 
admissions - unusually high for an independent 
release - and picked up a FIPRESCI Award from 


the 38th Moscow International Film Festival. 





YOURSELF AND YOURS 





Meanwhile, the well-known auteur HONG 
Sangsoo continued his prolific output of recent 
years with the release of his 18th feature film 
Yourself and Yours, starring KIM Joo-hyuk and LEE 
You-young. A story about relationships and trust, 
the low-budget film was invited to the competition 
section of the San Sebastian International Film 
Festival where it won a Best Director award. This 
marked the first award for Korean cinema at the 
prestigious Spanish festival since BONG Joon-ho 
premiered his modern-day classic Memories of 
Murder there in 2003. 


The vitality of independent cinema was also 
reflected in the activities of several established 
directors who continue to cross back and 
forth between mainstream and independent 
filmmaking. JUNG Ji-woo (Happy End, Eungyo) 
received critical praise and festival exposure 
for the low-budget feature Fourth Place, which 
was produced by the National Human Rights 
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Commission of Korea. The story of a young 
swimmer being trained by a driving, abusive 
coach, the film opened up deep and highly 
relevant questions about ambition and education 
in contemporary Korean society. 


Another established director who embraced the 
low budget model was E J-yong (Untold Scandal, 
The Actresses) with The Bacchus Lady, produced 
by the Korean Academy of Film Arts. With the a 
memorable performance by veteran actress YOON 
Yuh-jung, the film explores various issues related 
to intimacy, aging, social diversity and the right to 
die. The film received its premiere at the Berlin 
International Film Festival and enjoyed positive 
word of mouth and strong critical support upon its 


release in September. 








Meanwhile, the vitality of the documentary sector 
was well represented in 2016's output. There 
were acclaimed works that were building off of 
successful festival runs, such as PARK Kyoung- 
tae and KIM Dong-ryeong’s Jour of Duty, which 
previously won a Special Prize at the 2013 Yamagata 
International Documentary Film Festival; and YI 
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Seung-jun’s Wind on the Moon, which screened in 
competition at the International Documentary Film 
Festival Amsterdam. KIM Jung-geun’s /he /sland 
of Shadows about labor activism had previously 
won the Grand Prize at the 2014 Seoul Independent 
Film Festival. And one of the most talked about 
documentaries of the year was CHOI Seung-ho’s 
Spy Nation, about North Korean defectors accused 
by the government of espionage. After winning 
the Documentary Award and the NETPAC Award 
at the 2016 Jeonju International Film Festival, it 
was released in theaters later in the year to strong 
reviews and buoyant word of mouth. 


The fact that there were many other worthy 
and interesting films that have not even been 
mentioned in this brief survey is a testament to the 
broad range of talent working in the Korean film 
industry today, and the unusual breadth of output 
in the year 2016. Initial signs for 2017 are also 
encouraging, given the strong lineup at the 2016 
Busan International Film Festival (many of which 
will be released theatrically in the coming year], 
and the wide range of films currently in production, 
which includes highly anticipated works like RYOO 
Seung-wan’s Battleship Island and BONG Joon- 
ho’s Okja. Although critics’ concerns about the risk 
averse nature of big investors and the increased 
corporatization of the production process have 
not been dispelled by 2016's success, the large 
number of accomplished films have nonetheless 
stirred a long-awaited sense of optimism.
